le present state of the world and 
of people in it does not shake my 
faith in the ultimate triumph of free- 
dom and justice; for I was reared by 
parents whose trust that the Word of 
God is sure to triumph is too deeply 
ingrained in me for doubt. 

I give thanks that the formative 
years of my life were lived in a truly 
Christian home wherein the Bible 
was regularly read and the voice of 
prayer was heard. My parents were 
of humble origin. My father was an 
old-school Baptist preacher the better 
part of his life who never took one 
penny of remuneration for preach- 
ing. He earned his living as a farmer. 
Though brought up very strictly, I 
have always been thankful that my 
parents were God-fearing, for I 
learned early to honor and obey 
them—and to work. 

In 1910 the mother of my two

older sons died 
after a brief ill- 
ness. The shock 
was sudden and 
severe. Although 
I hadneverdrunk 
liquor, even mod- 
erately, I felt an 
intense desire to 
drink. Thereason 
was doubtless the 
unconscious de- 
sire to drown sor- 
row, yet I knew I 
must not yield; 
that if ever the 
desire got one 
foot within the 
door, I would go 
down. The craving lasted not only 
for months but for years. Many a 
night I walked the streets, battling 
with grief and temptation. This was 
the most critical time of my life, but 
the memory of my parents’ faith 
buoyed me up. When things got too 
bad, I would draw strength from a 
piece of paper I carried with me on 
which I had copied these words from 
the Ninety-first Psalm: ‘‘He shall 
cover thee with His feathers, and 
under His wings shalt thou trust: His 
truth shall be thy shield and buckler.”’ 

That experience altered my view- 
point about things that matter and 
those which are non-essential. It en- 
larged my vision and increased my 
interest in my fellow men. After that 
experience my interest was no longer 
one of dollars and cents. Instead, it 
Was an interest in the advancement of 
our men to help them take their 
rightful places in society. I realized 
that money—necessary as it is— 
should not be an end in itself. Up to 
this time I had been in poor health, 
but along with my change of thought 
—the result of a spiritual awakening 
—I began to develop a stronger body.

Rule. The practice of Christian prin-| 
ciples was desirable when our com-| 
pany started, though some of the 
men who did not stress them suc- 
ceeded. In my early days one could 
put the Bible in one compartment 
of his life, his business relations in 
another, and gain a measure of suc- 
cess. But it is not true today. I be- 
lieve that the stepped-up business 
cycle, a product of the industrial 
revolution with its mass production, 
makes this practice today a neces- 
sity. Those who have the greater 
part of their life before them should 
study with great earnestness the 
Scriptural relationship _ between 
Christ’s two commandments—to love’ 
God above all and to love your 
neighbor as yourself. With a balance 
of these two great laws worked out in 
one’s everyday life, you may be sure 
of a life of spiritual blessing and, let us 
hope, one of material prosperity.

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f THANKSGIVING IN 


OW CAN any thinking person give thanks in the 
midst of the problems of our present age? ‘The 
answer 1S found in the Bible, for it is filled with 
hanksgiving by people fully aware of the perils of 
heir times. Daniel, threatened with death, faces his 
indows toward Jerusalem, praising God. The Psalm- 
ist recites the evils of his age and the dangers which 
beset him, yet continually breaks into praises to 
Jehovah. Paul and Silas in prison sing praises to God. 
Our Lord, on the night He is betrayed, takes bread 
and breaks it and gives thanks. 
The Pilgrims, with the Bible in their hands and 
jearts, observed the first American Thanksgiving in 
sight of the rounded graves of more than half their 
sompany. They had borne great hardship because of 
their faith, and the end of their suffering was not in 
sight. 
It is significant that Elias Boudinot, who in 1816 
became the first President of the American Bible 
Society, was also the prime instigator of the national 
observance of Thanksgiving 
Day. He proclaimed such a 
day in 1783, when he was 
President of the Continental 
Congress. Then, in 1789 he 
moved a resolution that a 
committee of both Houses 
be appointed to wait upon 
President Washington to re- 
quest that he proclaim a 
“day of thanksgiving and 
prayer.” 

Elias Boudinot was fully 
aware of the problems of his 
age. Much of the unity of 
fighting in a common cause 
hhad been lost. A wave of 
godlessness was beginning 
to sweep the country. The an 
Thanksgiving Day of 1789 shines forth in a chain of 
events leading to the great Religious Revival which 
did so much to save the greatness of the struggling 
young United States of America.

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Amid the anguish of the Civil War, Abraham 
Lincoln, nurtured on the Bible, proclaimed a day of 
Thanksgiving. It became an annual observance. 

Only the Bible can show us how to face reality and 
still give thanks. If we wait until our family is in 
perfect health and we have no sorrow, no troubles and 
no anxieties, we will never give thanks. But our faith 
is rooted in a Cross; and we give thanks—in the midst 
of personal difficulties and seemingly insurmount- 
able national and international problems. We can be 
fully aware of the dangers and evils about us and at 
the same time lay hold of the promise—‘‘In every- 
thing by prayer and supplication, with thanksgiving, 
let your requests be made known unto God, and the 
peace of God, which passeth all understanding, shall 
keep your hearts and minds through Christ Jesus.” 

Our 1960 Thanksgiving problem is remarkably 
similar to that of Paul, who stood on a storm-tossed 
ship which had not been able to chart a course for 
fourteen days and fourteen nights and who, in complete 
awareness of threatened de- 
struction, ‘“‘took bread and 
gave thanks to God in the 
presence of them. >) lherres 
sult of that thanksgiving was 
such confidence and action 
by passengers and crew alike 
that they all reached shore 
safely. There are many of 
our day who believe our 
ship is off any course ever 
charted by God or man, and 
that for many long days we 
have not seen the sun of 
wisdom, the moon of mercy 
or the stars of hope. If we of 
the Bible Society family will 
let the Holy Spirit speak to 
us through the Bible and 
continue to share the Scriptures with all the world, 
we can have reason to hope that many who are now 
in despair will be of good cheer, and we, too, will 
come through the storm that threatens our age.

become worldwide, and the theme this year,

that the glory of God through Jesus Christ’ in the 
minds and hearts of all men, can yet make this a 
different world. There are two things the Bible 
never takes into consideration. The Bible never 
takes geography into: consideration; it leaps 
across the barriers of the nations and disregards 
the frontiers of peoples; it is at home in every 


To many in India the Bible brings light 
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land and language. Then, too, it never takes time 
into consideration. Written thousands of years ago, it 
is as relevant today as when the words were first 
recorded. It is meant for all lands, all languages and 
all times; the Bible belongs to the ages; the Bible 
lights up the road to significance. Almost every page 
is aflame with the story of what man can do when he 
is willing to let God take possession of him. It is 
always saying, ‘“‘Look what you can do with life when 
it is God-guided!’? A Moses may think himself in- 
adequate for the responsibilities which confront him; 
but when he places his hands in the hands of God, he 
becomes one of the five great men of history and 
the founder of a great nation. A plowman in Tekoa 
becomes a prophet of social justice; a tax collector, 
never a popular man, becomes the writer of the First 
Gospel. A slave girl becomes the instrument through 
which a general is cleansed of leprosy; an intolerant 
bigot becomes a preacher of the Gospel of love. The 
stone which the builders reject becomes the head- 
stone of the corner. Beneath the thin surface of the 
humblest are inestimable values. Deep in the human 
heart are talents which grace can transform and 
glorify. In spite of what you say, man is made a little 
lower than the angels, capable of thinking God’s 
thoughts after Him “‘What can a man give in ex- 
change for his soul?” If you ever doubt the worth of 
life, go to Calvary and read the story of Christ dying 
for you. To an age overwhelmed with frustration and 
insignificance the Bible calls out, “‘Put yourself in the 
hands of God and leave yourself there.”’ There are no 
iron curtains to keep the power of God out. 

- When Evangeline Booth returned from a world 
tour for the Salvation Army, she told me of a little 
village in India where lived families of the robber 
caste. The village was full of thieves and thugs. 
Every attempt by the government to stamp out the 
wrong failed. Then the government resolved to 
destroy the village entirely and scatter the people. 
But the Salvation Army asked if it could have a 
chance to do something to save the village before the 
decree was carried out; so a little band of Salva- 
tionists preached on the street corners and in the rice 
fields. The redeeming grace of Christ began to work 
in the village. The chief of the robber caste was 
converted, and the entire village population was 
baptized. Stealing stopped; not a complaint was 
‘made against them. The village had been made over. 
The police thought this was too good to last and, sure 
enough, robberies broke out. The police sent a secret 
agent to shadow the leader. They saw him late one 
evening, slinking down a narrow trail with a bundle 
under his arm wrapped up in a newspaper. They 
were sure he was at it again. They followed him to 
his home, and then they watched through the 
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window as he entered his house, closed the door, 
gathered his family about him and unwrapped the 
bundle. They expected to see loot tumble out. To 
their surprise they saw that the bundle was a Bible— 
borrowed from a neighbor in another village. The 
children gathered about him near the light, and 
through the open window was heard a clear voice 
reading: ““Though your sins be as scarlet, they shall 
be white as snow; though they be red like crimson, 
they shall be as wool.” 

This is the Book which pierces the darkness of sin 
and offers redemption. Some years ago, early in my 
ministry, I came to know and to befriend a man who 
was later convicted of murder. I stayed with him 
through his long trial and his imprisonment in Sing 
Sing. I visited him often in the death house. One day 
I asked the guard who was always with me when I 
talked with him if I could give him a copy of the New 
Testament. The guard looked the book over very 
carefully and handed this New Testament to this 
condemned man through the steel screert which

separated us. I remember well the last visit I had 
with him a week later. It was his last night on earth; 
the following morning he paid the penalty. As I 
walked through the corridor with the guard, he 
heard me come, and walked to the door of his steel 
cage and said to me, “That man Luke wrote a great 
story.” His face was lit up with a light and a peace 
that I have never seen before. It would be Luke— 
the Gospel of redemption for all those who have lost 
their way; for sheep that are lost; for lilies that fade 
and for prodigals who step across the pathway of 
indiscretion. ““Be merry! for this my son was dead, 
and is alive again; he was lost, and is found.” 

This is the Book which sheds a light which no 
darkness can dim.

‘Thirty Pieces of Silver’—Plus 


H= ISRAEL. I’'wo-thousand-year-old ““Tyre shekels,”’ believed to be of the 
same type silver coins as those Judas Iscariot received from Israel’s 
-chief priests for betraying Christ, are examined by police inspector Karol 
Singer of Haifa. About 5,000 of the shekels were discovered in a field at 
Isfiyeh, a Druse village on Mount Carmel.
